Scarlet  Fever.  The  four  cases  notified  arose  in  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  and  had  no  connection  with  one 
another. 

Diphtheria.  Only  one  case  was  notified  and  this  proved  negative  to  all  bacteriological  examinations,  so  the  dis¬ 
trict  can  be  stated  to  have  remained  free  from  this  disease. 

Pneumonia.  Seven  cases  were  notified  and  of  these  one  died. 

Erysipelas.  Twelve  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  and  of  these  two  died.  Although  this  is  rather  a  large 
number  for  this  district  they  were  not  in  any  way  in  epidemic  form  and  call  for  no  comment. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Two  cases  were  notified,  both  treated  in  Hospital  (one  was  confined  in  Hospital)  and  both 
recovered. 

Polio  Myelitis.  One  case  was  notified.  This  was  a  bad  case  and  had  to  be  rushed  off  to  a  Bristol  Hospital  for 
an  “Iron  Lung.”  The  patient  is  still  having  treatment  in  hospital. 

In  addition  to  the  above  three  cases  of  Measles  were  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  one  of  which  had  been 
suspected  of  being  Scarlet  Fever. 

Tuberculosis.  Five  Pulmonary  and  six  non-pulmonary  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  three  Pulmonary 
and  one  non-pulmonary  died.

The  Baydon  Supply  which  is  obtained  from  The  Lambourn  supply  in  Berkshire  has  also  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

I  am  supplied  with  the  results  of  the  examinations  made  in  Berkshire  through  the  courtesy  of  the  M.O.H.  of  East 
Berks  C.D.,  which  show  this  water  to  be  free  from  bacteria  of  intestinal  origin. 

The  proposed  supply  to  Ramsbury,  Aldbourne  and  Chilton  Foliat  is  progressing  and  I  trust  will  be  completed 
before  the  end  of  1939.  The  preliminary  examinations  of  the  water  show  it  to  be  of  good  quality  chemically,  and  bacter- 
iologically  the  water  was  free  from  organisms  of  intestinal  origin. 


The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  general  water  supply  of  the  district,  all  the  wells  and  boreholes  are  privately 

owned. 

Buttermere  Parish.  The  number  of  houses  in  this  parish  is  very  small.  Mr.  C.  MacPherson  has  a  private  borehole 
500  feet  deep  in  the  greensand  from  which  he  supplies  his  farm  and  about  10  cottages.  The  few  other  cottages  are 

supplied  by  rainwater. 

Froxfield  Parish.  The  village  is  small  and  open  and  is  supplied  by  private  wells  sunk  in  the  chalk.

Grafton  Parish. 

This  parish  consists  of  five  small  hamlets  a  mile  or  more  between  each. 

East  Grafton  village.  Mr.  C.  Hussey  has  a  private  borehole  and  well  sunk  in  the  greensand  from  whioh  he  supplies 
two  farms  and  about  10  cottages.  The  other  houses  have  private  wells  sunk  in  the  greensand. 

West  Grafton  consists  of  about  16  cottages  and  is  supplied  by  private  wells  sunk  in  the  greensand. 

Wilton  is  chiefly  supplied  by  private  wells  sunk  in  the  chalk. 

Wexcombe  village  is  owned  by  Mr.  A.  Hosier  who  supplies  the  village  with  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  his  private 
borehole  sunk  in  the  chalk. 

Marten  is  a  small  hamlet  of  about  16  cottages  and  a  farmhouse  and  is  supplied  by  privately  owned  wells  sunk  in 
the  greensand.  Three  cottages  are  supplied  by  Mr.  G.  Grees’  private  borehole  sunk  in  the  greensand  on  his  farm. 

Ham  Parish.  The  v'llage  is  partly  supplied  by  Mr.  S.  R.  Brown’s  privately  owned  piped  supply  from  a  well  and 
borehole  sunk  in  the  chalk.  About  15  bouses  are  supplied.  About  seven  houses  are  supplied  by  Major  G.  E.  Huth’s 
private  borehole  in  the  greensand.  The  rest  of  the  cottages  are  supplied  by  private  wells^sunk  in  the^regqsand. 

Little  Bedwyn  Parish.  Most  of  the  cottages  in  this  district  are  owned  by  the -4Vi mt  u nn^^^-HTe'  \  V .  h  aiTTTgi* 

who  supplfg^ibout  10  cottages  with  a  piped  supply  of  water.  The  rest  of  the  cottages  have  privately  owned  wells. 

Shalbourne  Parish. 

Shalbourne  village  is  very  open  and  the  houses  are  spaced  well  apart.  The  chief  supply  of  water  is  from  pri¬ 
vately  owned  wells  or  borehole  40 — 50  feet  deep  in  the  greensand. 

Oxenwood  village  is  about  2\  miles  distant  from  Shalbourne  village  and  is  supplied  by  a  piped  supply  from  the 
Fosbury  Estate  owned  by  Sir  Eastman  Bell  who  is  also  the  owner  of  the  whole  village. 

Bagshot  village  is  a  small  hamlet  about  a  mile  from  Shalbourne  village.  Mr.  W.  E.  Rootes  the  oumer  of  the 
Bagshot  Estate  supplies  the  village  with  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  a  hydraulic  ram  situated  near  the  stream. 


Tidcombe  and  Fosbury  Parish. 

Tidcombe  village  is  a  small  hamlet  supplied  with  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  Mr.  T.  Hayward’s  private  farm 
supply.  The  source  of  supply  is  a  well  and  borehole  sunk  in  the  chalk. 

Fosbury  village,  owned  by  the  Fosbury  Estate,  is  supplied  with  a  piped  supply  from  the  Estate’s  private  borehole 
sunk  in  the  chalk 

Avebury  Parish. 

Avebury  village  is  supplied  by  privately  owned  shallow  wells  sunk  in  the  upper  chalk. 

Little  Avebury  is  partly  supplied  by  Mr.  W.  Butler’s  privately  owned  pipe  supply  from  a  well  and  borhole  sunk 
n  the  chalk.  The  rest  of  the  cottages  are  supplied  by  privately  owned  wells  sunk  in  the  chalk. 

Beekhampton.  Is  supplied  by  Mr.  F.  Darling’s  privately  owned  piped  supply  from  a  boreholesunk  in  the  chalk. 
Mi1.  Darling  owns  most  of  the  cottages  in  this  hamlet. 

Berwick  Bassett  and  Winterbourne  Monkton  Parishes. 

Berwick  Bassett  is  a  small  hamlet  consisting  of  about  18  houses.  Mr.  F.  W.  L.  Symthe  supplies  two  or  three 
cottages  with  a  piped  supply  derived  from  a  well  and  borehole  sunk  in  the  chalk.  The  rest  of  the  cottages  have  private 
wells  sunk  in  the  chalk. 

Most  of  the  cottages  in  Winterbourne  Monkton  are  supplied  by  private  wells  sunk  in  the  chalk.  Two  farms  are 
supplied  by  privately  owned  piped  supplies,  and  Mr.  F.  W.  L.  Smythe  of  Berwick  Bassett  supplies  six  cottages  from  his 
private  supply. 

Broad  Hinton  Parish. 

The  chief  water  supply  in  Broad  Hinton  village  is  privately  owned  wells  sunk  in  the  chalk.  Mr.  R.  W.  Horton 
has  a  private  farm  supply  from  a  borehole  in  the  chalk  from  which  he  supplies  about  15  houses  with  a  piped  supply 
of  water. 

Uffcot  is  a  small  hamlet  about  a  mile  from  Broad  Hinton  village  and  is  chiefly  supplied  by  private  wells  sunk  in 
the  chalk. 

East  Kennett  Parish.  This  small  village  is  chiefly  supplied  by  private  wells  sunk  in  the  chalk.  One  farm  and  the 
Manor  House  have  their  private  piped  supplies  of  water.  i 

Fyfield  and  West  Overton  Parishes.  The  villages  of  Overton,  Fyfield  and  Lockeridge  are  chiefly  supplied  with 
a  piped  supply  of  water  from  Mr.  F.  Swanton’s  private  borehole  sunk  in  the  chalk.  The  rest  of  the  cottages  and  houses 
ire  supplied  by  wells  and  boreholes. 

Mildenhall  Parish.  The  chief  supply  of  this  village  is  private  wells  sunk  in  the  chalk. 

Ogbourne  St.  George  Parish.  Owing  to  the  shortage  of  water  in  this  village  at  some  periods  of  the  year  it  has 
been  decided  to  instal  a  public  supply  of  water  which  is  to  be  obtained  from  the  Swindon  Waterworks  situated  in  the 
N.W.  corner  of  the  parish.  At  present  the  supply  for  this  village  is  private  shallow  wells  sunk  in  the  chalk  and  which 
are  liable  to  dry  up  during  droughts.  Part  of  the  village  is  supplied  by  Mr.  F.  Poole’s  private  farm  supply.  About 
16  houses  are  fed  from  this  supply.  About  eight  houses  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Swindon  Waterworks  obtain 
their  water  from  this  source. 

Ogbourne  St.  Andrew  Parish. 

Ogbourne  St.  Andrew  village  is  chiefly  supplied  by  private  wells  sunk  in  the  chalk.  The  racing  stables,  Mr.  C- 
Whatley  and  Mr.  P.  Saunders  have  private  supplies  from  which  about  20  houses  are  supplied  with  a  piped  supply. 

Rockley  village  is  a  small  hamlet  about  2  miles  from  Ogbourne  St.  Andrew  village  and  has  private  wells  sunk  in 
the  chalk. 

Preshute  Parish.  This  parish  is  very  scattered  and  the  supply  is  private  wells  in  the  chalk.  The  Manton  Racing 
Stables  have  their  own  supply  of  water  which  is  obtained  from  the  chalk  and  they  supply  about  20  of  their  own  houses 
and  cottages. 

Savernake  Parish.  There  is  really  no  village  in  this  parish  which  consists  of  scattered  houses.  The  chief  source 
ef  water  supply  is  private  wells.  A  few  of  the  scattered  farms  have  a  piped  supply  privately  owned. 

Winterbourne  Bassett  Parish.  The  village  is  chiefly  supplied  by  private  wells  sunk  in  the  chalk.  Three  farms 
have  privately  owned  piped  supplies. 


Council  Houses.  The  following  Council  Houses  are  supplied  by  piped  supplies  of  water  : — 

54  houses  at  Ramsbury  are  supplied  by  the  Council’s  own  private  borehole  sunk  in  the  chalk. 

6  houses  at  Baydon  are  supplied  by  the  Council’s  public  supply. 

6  houses  at  Chisbury  are  supplied  by  the  Council’s  public  supply. 

24  houses  at  Great  Bedwyn  are  supplied  by  the  Council’s  public  supply. 

8  houses  at  East  Grafton  are  supplied  by  Mr.  C.  Hussey’s  private  farm  supply. 

8  houses  at  Mildenhall  are  supplied  by  the  Council’s  own  private  borehole.  Two  more  are  nearing  completion. 
10  houses  at  Fyfield  are  supplied  by  Mr.  F.  Swanton’s  private  farm  supply. 

4  hou-ses  at  Winterbourne  Monkton  are  supplied  by  Mr.  F.  W.  L.  Smythe’s  private  farm  supply.

Out  of  the  total  of  96  houses  not  supplied  with  water, 32  houses  are  to  be  supplied  with  a  piped  supply  during  1939. 
The  rest  of  the  houses  are  supplied  with  water  by  means  of  wells  and  boreholes  with  pumps. 

18  new  houses  are  at  present  being  built.  All  these  will  be  supplied  with  a  piped  supply. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  are  no  new  sewerage  schemes  in  the  district.  The  liquid  refuse  is  dealt  with  in 
many  cases  and  in  all  new  houses  by  septic  tanks  and  filtration  drains  on  the  ground  attached  to  the  houses.  Most 
cottages  have  sufficient  ground  attached  to  them  to  get  rid  of  all  liquid  refuse. 

The  waste  water  drainage  scheme  at  Great  Bedwyn  continues  to  work  efficiently. 

Closet  Accommodation.

The  closet  accommodation  for  Council  Houses  consists  of  pails  which  are  emptied  on  the  garden  ground  attached 
to  the  houses.  All  the  houses  have  sufficient  land  for  this  purpose. 

Rivers,  Streams  and  Ponds.  There  has  been  no  action  taken  to  prevent  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams.  In¬ 
formal  action  has  been  taken  to  try  and  prevent  the  fouling  of  Grafton  Pond  by  waste  water  from  surrounding  houses 
being  discharged  into  a  ditch  which  flows  into  the  pond. 

Public  Cleansing.  This  consists  of  the  monthly  collection  by  the  Council  of  dry  domestic  refuse.  The  Council 
collectors  take  the  refuse  to  the  pits  provided  by  the  Council  and  dump  it.  Periodically  the  refuse  is  covered  over 
with  soil  or  chalk.  Schemes  have  been  in  operation  throughout  the  year  at  Baydon,  Aldbourne,  Ramsbury,  Axford, 
Chilton  Foliat,  Froxfield,  Little  Bedwyn  and  Chisbury,  Great  Bedwyn,  Shalbourne,  Fyfield,  Lockeridge,  West  Over- 
ton  and  East  Kennett,  Avebury,  Broad  Hinton,  Mildenhall,  Ogbourne  St.  George,  Winterbourne  Monkton  and  Berwick 
Bassett.  Similar  schemes  have  been  arranged  for  Grafton  and  Winterbourne  Bassett.  Difficulty  has  arisen  in  find - 
ing  a  contractor  for  Grafton  and  so  the  scheme  remains  in  abeyance  until  one  is  found. 

Following  my  reports  of  the  last  two  years  the  Council  is  to  consider  a  proposition  for  a  general  scheme  for  the 


whole  district  at  the  October  meeting  of  1939.

Camping  Sites.  There  are  no  licensed  Camping  Sites  in  the  District.  In  two  cases  it  was  thought  that  possibly 
owners  of  land  used  for  camping  should  be  licensed.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  land  in  question  was  not 
used  for  42  consecutive  days  or  for  more  than  60  days  in  the  year.  The  owners  provided  a  reasonable  water  supply 
and  sanitary  convenience  for  the  campers. 

Smoke  Abatement.  No  action  necessary. 

Swimming  Baths.  There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 

Eradication  of  Bed-bugs.  No  action  has  been  found  necessary.
